Austrians Continue Their 
Advance in Montenegro 
and Early Fall of Cettinje, 
Capital, Is Expected.

SALONIKI, Greece, Jan. 13.—The im- 
portant railroad bridge over the Struma 
River at Demir-Hissar, about 4 miles 
northeast of Saloniki, has been blown 
up by French engineers as a precaution- 
ary measure. 

ROME, Jan. 13.—The attack of the 
Teutonic allies on the entente forces de- 
fending Saloniki is being developed on a 
large scale, according to the Athens cor- 
respondent of the Giornale d'Italia, tel- 
egraphing under Tuesday's date. He re- 
perts that a bombardment of the Brit- 
ish line in the Doiran zone procecdead all 
day Monday. 

The German commander of the attack- 
ing forces, says the correspondent, will 
make use of Austrian, Bulgarian and 
Turkish forces. The participation oi 
the Turks has been doubtful, he adda, 
but it is now certain that they will be 
included in the ee army.

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COUNTY LANDSLIDE BURIES 
TRACKS OF MISSOURI PACIFIC 


Rock and Dirt Loosened by Rain at 
Bluff Near Valley 
Park, 

A slide of dirt and rock from a bluff 
overhanging the Missouri! Pacific tracks 
near Castlewood, three miles east of 
Valley Park, at 1 o'clock this morning, 
buried the rails to a depth of from 
eight to 15 feet for about 200 yards 
Trains were detoured over the Frisco 
tracks from Pacific to get around the 
obstruction. 

The tracks at the place where the 
landslide occurred run at the foot of a 
bluff about 30 feet high. A large quan- 
tity of dirt and rock was dislodged near 
the top of the bluff by the recent con- 
tinued rain.

Excise Commissioner Shotwell admit- 
ted in his testimony that the license ac- 
tually was not granted until Dec. 2%. 
He was not asked the reason by As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney Brooks for 
pre-dating it. Duck, who, with Shot- 
well, signed the license, was not an Ex- 
cise Commissioner Oct. 18, but was on 
Dec. 20. 
Regnier Fined 40, 

Justice Matthews, after bearing testi- 
mony that Sheriff Bode had gone into 
Regnier’s place and arrested him for 
selling a bottle of beer, fined Regnier 
$4. Regnier appealed. 

The evidence at the trial recalls the 
fight made in St. Louis County to: re- 
move R. J. Fine, an Exclse Commisa- 
sioner. Regnier’s brother, John Reg- 
nier, filed an affidavit alleging that Fine 
had borrowed money from him. Fine, 


made, had refused to approve the 
ance of a license to Regnier. 

As soon as Fine resigned and Duck 
became an Excise Commissioner the li- 
cense Was granted and predated. 

The license was not in Kegn.er’s name 
but was in the name of Frank Bar 
horst, for whom Regnier said he was a 
bartender. 

The action of Justice Matthews in fin- 
ing Regnier was a surprise to those in 
the courtroom. Although the case had 
heen brought to trial by the Prosecuting 
Attorney, when Justice Matthews asked 
Assistant Proescuting Atturney Brooks 
what recommendation he had to offer, 
Brooks replied that he had none. 


Justice Explains Decision. 

Justice Matthews said the evidence dis- 
closed that Regnier had no license to 
sell liquor the day the arrest was made 
and that he believed Regnier to be 
guilty under the law. 

An attache of the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney’s office told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er that Justice Matthews’ decision 
“would be knocked sky high on appeal.” 

Excise Commisioner Shotwell told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, after court, 
that the commissioners in predating 
his license, had merely followed a 
custom which was established when 
the Excise Board was organized, three 
vears ago. He said that frequently 
when a saloonkeeper applies for a re- 
newal of his license, the board will 
hold it up for investigation. The ap- 
plicant is not required to close his 
place during the investigation, and 
when the license is issued it is dated 
the same ag the application. 

If this were not done, Shotwell said, 
the saloonkeeper would have the ad- 
vantage of keeping his place open 
several days, or sometimes weeks, 
without paying for the privilege. The 
application in this case, however, was 
for a new license, and not for a re- 
newal. 

commissioner Shotwell said that 
when an applicant’s place remained 
open during a period for which he 
had no license, he “was simply taking 
a chance.” He sald nearly every sa- 
loonkeeper in St. Louls County had, at 
times, kept his saloon open two or 
more days when he had no license.

A recount of 17,000 ballots cast in the 
East St. Louis mayoralty election laer 
April, started yesterday in the presence 


of Circuit Judge Jett in ‘ormer Mayor 


John M. Chamberlin’s conrest to oust 


Mayor Fred W. Mollman, so far has re- 
eulted in Chamberlin gaining 2 votes 
thereby reducing Mollman’s plurality to 
two votes. Mollman was declared elect- 
ed by a plurality of 27 voces. 

The work of recounting ballots was 
continued today, as only four of the 
eight wards were canvassed yesterday. 
Chamberlin’s gain of 2% votes was on 
mistakes made in counting undisputed 
ballots. No decision of disputed ballots 
will be made by Judge Jett until after 
the recount has been completed. 

More Votes Than Cast. 

In many precincts it was found that 
election judges, in totaling the number 
of ballots on their tally sheets, .record- 
ed a greater number of votes than actu- 
ally were cast in the precinct. This 
was found to be the case tn the Fifth 
Precinct of the Second Ward, where 
Moliman had been credited with 10 more 
ballets than he actually had recelved. 


Under the same conditions Chamberlain 
also gained eight votes in the Thirii 
Precinct of the Second Ward, one in 
the First Precinct, First Ward, two in 
the Second Precinct, Third Ward, three 
itn the Third Precinct, First Ward, 
end two in the Fourth Precinct, Fourth 
Ward. Mollman, in turn, gained one 
ballot in the Second Precinct, First 
Ward, and one in the Third Precinct, 


Third Ward.

“There I remained a half or three- 
quarters of an hour.

$1,000,000 SALE RECORD 


Representatives From All Parts 
of Europe and the U. S. 
Compete for Goods. 

Four double-extra blue fox skins were 
sold at $136 each at the fur auction at 
the Funsten warerooms, Second and Elm 
streets, this morning, in the record- 
breaking $1,000,000 fur sale. The total 
number of fox skins sold was 566. The 


jowest price was $30. 


They include a number of silver fox 
skins, a pair of which brought $2600 at a 
recent sale. 

The highest price paid for a pair of 
silver fox furs up to 2 o'clock was $585. 
For a single pelt the highest was $320. 

More than $250,000 worth of furs were 
sold as the result of the first day's auc- 
tion. The nuthber of skins sold was 
about 200,000. The auction continued 
into the evening. The bidding was spir- 
ited. 

In the four days’ sale 713,249 furs are 
to be sold. 

(;sraded in Lots, 

Not every piece of fur has to be cried 
separately, which is fortunate for the 
auctioneer. The furs are collected and 
graded in lots. There are 1767 lots, and 
each lot has to be auctioned separately. 
Sometimes the bidding goes spiritedly 
on until 30 or 40 bids on a particular lot 
have been recorded. 

There are no furs to by seen where 
the sale goes on in the big assembly 
room of the Funsten Il'ur Exchange, at 
15 South Second street. There its only 
a gathering of about 300 expert buyers, 
each one at a desk resembling a school 
desk. At one end is the auctioneer’s 
Stand, elevated five or six feet above 
the floor. Behind a counter, not unlike 
the bar of a court, stands the auction- 
eer.

UMAN TELLS OF 
SHOCKING FILM AT 
PUBLIC HEARING 


Y. W. C. A, Worker Describes 
Triangles ‘‘Lily and the Rose”’ 
as Indecent. 


Municipal censorship over moving pic- 
tures was advocated by clergymen and 
vthers at a public hearing yesterday be- 
fore a committee of the Board of Alder- 
men, at which some of the speakers 
described films they had seen in St. 
Louis picture houses as ‘‘shocking and 
indecent.” 

Mrs. H. H. Hardin, in charge cf the 
Young Women's Christian Association 
Annex, said she visited the American 
Theater recently with another member 
of an investigating committee. She said 
she and her companion were shocked 
by a film entitled ‘“‘The Lily and The 
Rose.’" Floyd Lewis, manager of the 
Triangle Film Co. at the American, took 
issue with Mrs. Hardin on this point 
and offered to produce ‘‘The Lily and 
the Rose’ before any committee that 
the Aldermen might select. He said 
it was a beautiful and refined film. 

“The Lily and the Rose’ was exhibit- 
ed for two weeks at the Triangle Thea- 
ters here. It is a picture with two at- 
mospheres. The Lily is an unsophisti- 
cated, modest orphan who lives with 
two aunts in a Southern town. A cele- 
brated college athlete, a man of wealth, 
visits the town and falls in love with 
the Lily. They marry and go to his 
New York home. He becomes acquaint- 
ed with a dancer, the Rose, and when 
his wife finds she is being neglected for 
the dancer, she flees to her aunts and 
prepares to bring suit for divorce. The 
husband pursues the dancer after his 
wife leaves him, and they are at a sum- 
mer resort together when he is notified 
of the divorce suit. He kills himeelf. 
The Rose hastily departs to avoid trou- 
ble, and the Lily comes to the bier, 
where she weeps. Later, the Lily finds 
a new happiness in the love of a youth 
who had admired her before her mar- 
riage. 

Not in Bad Taste. 

Stage dancing is shown in the film, 
but it is not of such a character as to 
be objectionable. Exaggeration is avoid- 
ed in the working out of the plot, and 
the impression given to a Post-Dispatch 
writer who viewed the picture was one 
of good taste and freedom from offense, 
in 80 far ag such a theme can be treat- 
ed without offense. 

Mrs. Hardin said she and her fel- 
low-investigator hag gone to anoth- 
er house to see a film called “The 
Inspiration,” which she had heard a 
young man say was “worth $5 to 
see.” She said they were shocked by 
this film, which shows an undraped 
woman. No one appeared to defend 
this picture, which has previously 
been the subject of complaint. 

Joseph Schloemer, representing the 
United Catholic Societies, objected to 
the naming of objectionable films, on 
the ground that they would thus be 
advertised. He favored a rigid censor- 
ship, Manager Lewis argued that the 
best censorship was that exercised by 
the public, and that houses which dis- 
played improper pictures soon lost 
business. Alderman Wyrick, chairman 
of thé Legislative Committee which 
was coniucting the hearing, remarked 
that, unfortunately, this was not the 
case, and that some houses had built 
up their business by showing im- 
proper films.

LONDON, Jan. 13.—The Miners’ Fed- 
eration of Great Britain, meeting in Lon- 
dofi today, resolved unanimously to op- 
pose the bill for compulsory military 
service.

"The vote was chiefly interesting 
on account of the changed attitude 
of the 105 members who opposed it 
on the first reading. The debate was 
closed by .Arthur Henderson, presi- 
dent of the Board of Education, in a 
much applauded speech. He said it 
was a great satisfaction to him that 


his friends and himself by the Pre- 
mier, in the name of the whole Cab- 
inet he was able to remain for the'| 
present-in the coalition ministry. This | 
fact would be regarded at home and 
abroad as a symbol for the nation’s 
unity. He closed with the statement: 
"TT have the authority of Earl Kitch- 
ener and the General Staff that we 
require at once not only the unmar- 
ried men enrolled under the Derby 
scheme, not only the married men 
who are waiting to be called, but also 
the whole available part of the 650,- 
000 men with whom this measure 
deals.”’ 

Once Claimed 200 Votes. 
A fortnight ago the anti-compul- 
sionists claimed 200 votes, but on the 
first reading they were able to mus- 
ter only 105, of whom more than one- 
half were Irish Nationalists. 
When it came to the second read- | 
ing of the bill the Irish Nationalists 
had withdrawn from the opposition, 
Premier Asquith had placated a ma- 
jority of the labor members who had 
voted “‘no” on the first reading, and 
only a comparative handful remained 
irreconcilible. 

The result appears to have been due 
partly to evidences that the country fa- 
vors the measure and partly to Mr. As- 
quith’s often-displayed facility at con- 
ciliation. The Premier held a confer- 
ence with the executive committee of 
the labor party and labor members of 
the House of Commons in the after- 
noon in which he induced the three la- 
bor members of the ministry to with- 
draw their resignations temporarily. 
and apparenfly made a strong impres- 
sion on the’ members of the executive 
‘committee. 

The labor men asked for assurances 
that the bill should not be used as a 
step towards general conscription or in- 
dustrial conscription. Mr. Asquith gave 
the promise that the bill would be mod 
ified to safeguard it from any suspicion 
that it could be used for such purposes. 
After an appeal for labor’s support, he 
withdrew to permit the representatives 
tc discuss their policy. 

Dillon Withdraws Opposition, 

The Nationalist members, after voting 
against the bill on the first reading, 
now take the attitude that it does not 
concern them, although they are op- 
posed to compulsion on principle, since 
it applies only to the larger island. John 
Dillon, who was fits strongest opponent 
among the Nationalists, agreed to the 
party’s decisicn, although he said he 
would have fought the bill if a ma- 
jority of the Liberals and Laborites had 
stood against it. 

St. John Simon urged the Government 
to make another trial of the Derby en- 
rollments before putting the act on the 
books. 


Premier Asquith characterized his 
speech as academic thoughts on the 
evils of compulsion and the superiority 
of the voluntary system, but declared 
that the country was engaged in war in 
which vital principles were at stake and 
the bill was a specific, limited measure 
for the winning of the war. 


Ellis Jones Griffith, Liberal member 
for Anglesey, made one of the most 
elling speeches. He said that while 
perhaps all the men against they bill 
were not against the war, all the men 
against the war were against the bill,

The weakening of the opposition to 
limited conscription in the House of 
Commons does not necessarily indicate a 
change of front by organized labor 
throughout the country. The labor con- 
gress of Jast week polled a large ma- 
jority against the Government plans, al- 
though the critics claim that it did nor 
represent the mass of the membership 
of the unfons.

She urged, in the 
name of thousands of American wom- 
en, that this country be not stampeded 
into military measures which would 
render it ineffective wahen international 
disarmament should become a possi- 
| bility at the end of the war. There was 
no enemy against whom to prepare, she 
said. She urged that a commission be 
appointed to determine whether present 
expenditures on the army and navy 
were securing efficiency, and also to 
find out who were urging greater ex- 
penditures and why.

BERLIN AWAITING 
WORD OF LUSITANIA 
CASE SETTLEMENT 


No Dispatch From_ Bernstorff 
Announcing Conclusion of 
Negotiations Received. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, via London, Jan. 13.—Dis- 
patches from the United States announ- 
cing the settlement of the outstanding 
difference between Germany and the 
United States are featured in all the 
morning newspapers. Tne telegrams re- 
produce liberally the favorable comment 
of the American newspapers, but give 
virtually no details regarding the basis 
of settlement. The Foreign Office is 
able to add Little enlightenment to the 
situation, as it has as yet received no 
dispatch from Count von Bernstorff at 
Washington on the conclusion of the ne- 
gotiations. The detail of the settlement 
was left largely in his hands. 

It is assumed here, however, that the 
settlement of the problem arising out 
of the Mediterranean affair was far 
easier than the Lusitania problem, be- 
cause the Foreign Office was able to 
take the stand that the campaign in the 
Mediterranean was waged under differ- 
ent conditions than in the war sone 
proclaimed around the British Isies. The 
Mediterranean was never proclaimed a 
war zone. The Foreign Office was able, 
therefore, to inform Washington that all 
the customary ante-bellum naval regu- 
lations and prize rules applied to the 
warfare on commerce in such non-war 
zone areas. 


The phraseology of the formula in| 


the Lusitania case settlement is un- 
known here. Count von Bernstorff 
was allowed considerable latitude, but 
it is understood that Germany's po- 
sition of regret was to be coupled 
with an explanatory reference to the 
retaliatory features of the submarine 
campaign as justifickhtion. 

The settlement is regarded here as 
& great personal victory for Count 
von Bernstorff, Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg and the Foreign Office, 
who, despite all discouragements, per- 
sisted until their efforts were suc- 
cessful.

MISS BURGER WARNED 
Postal Card Telling Doctor’s 
Secretary to Stay From His 
Home Read at Trial. 


PROVIDENCE, R. L., Jan. 13.—Fur- 
ther testimony bearing on the charge 
by the prosecution that Cecil V. 
Brown and Henry H. Spellman, ne- 
groes on trial for the murder of Dr. 


‘C. Franklin Mohr, had made state- 


ments admitting their part in the 
crime and implicating Mrs. Elizabeth 
F. Mohr, the physician's wijiow, was 
presented today. Mrs. Mohr, a joint 
defendant, is charged with having 
instigated the murder. 

The Court ruled yesterday that 
these allege4 confessions were ad- 
missible but must be disregarded 60 
far as they concerned Mrs. Mohr. 

William F. O’Neil, Chief Inspector 
of Police, who testified that the al- 
leged statements were made volun- 
tarily, was recalled today. ° 

“I asked Spellman why he shot at 
Miss Burger (Dr. Mohr’s eecretary), 
and why Brown fired at Dr. Mohr,” 
O'Neil said, “and he said he did it 
because Mrs. Mohr wanted it done, 
and that she promised to give $5000 
to have it done. Brown told me that 
he was to get $2000, Healis, Dr. Mohr’s 
chauffeur, $2000 and Spellman $1000. 
I then had Mrs. Mohr arrested.” 

Threatened Mise Burger. 

O’Neil said he showei Mrs. Mohr a 
card received by George Rooks, 
brother-in-law of Emily G. Burger, 
which the defendant admitted having 
written a year before. 

In the card which was reaj to the 
jury Mrs. Mohr asked Rooks to tell 
Miss Burger that “if she dares ever 
to go into my Newport home again 
she will never come out alive. I give 
her fair warning. She will have a sad 
ending if she keep& on aggravating 
me. * * * The world is with me 
in my sorrow. I am heartbroken,” 

When questioned in detail concern- 
ing Brown's confession, O'Neil said: 

“Brown told me that Mrs. Mohr sent 
for him on the night of Aug. 30, and 
told him to prepare to kill the doctor 
—that she could stand it no longer. 
He said Mra. Mohr told him there was 
something in it for him—that she 
would put him in the garage to work, 
and not to’be afraid, as she stood in 
with the detectives in Newport and 
the Judges in Providence, and that it 
would all blow over ‘in a couple of 
days. He said that Mrs. Mohr had 
directed him a month before to go 
to Boston and purchase a revolver. 
Brown stated that he did so, and 
that Mrs. Mohr said that if he did 
not kill the doctor she would do it 
herself. He also said Mrs. Mohr gave 
him $100 to buy a motor cycle.”’ 

Miss Burger yesterday described the 
automobile ride with the doctor, which 
ended in the fatal wounding of her com- 
panion and serious wounds to herself. 

“TI was in the rear seat of the automo- 
bile with the doctor,” she said. “Healis 
(the chauffeur, who has turned state's 
evidence), stopped the car, turned off 
the headlights, put on the sidelights 
and then got out. He said something 
about motor trouble. Then I heard an 
explosion and realized that I had been 
shot.” 

At the same time, she said, the doctor 
leaned toward her and she heard Healis 
say: “Oh, my God.” 


Dr. Mohr Visited Her Often. 
Miss Burger, on cross-examination. 


admitted Dr. Mohr had visited her at 
her home almost every day during the 
five years preceding his death; that she 
had visited several hotels with him, had 
gone with him to Boston on shopping 
trips and had walked along the beach 
at Newport with him on Sunday after- 
noone.

Mrs. Nonnie J. Wilson of St. Louis 
identified for the prosecution a copy of 
a book bearing the title, “‘The Pope, the 
Chief of White Slavers: High Priest of 
Intrigue,” as being one of two copies 
she said were mailed to her by the Men- 
ace Publishing Co. of Aurora, Mo., also 
a defendant. 

Under cross-examination, Mrs. Wilson 
testified she was a Roman Catholic. She 
also testified the books received by her 


had been sent to the Postmaster-Gen- 
‘ 


eral. 
Sent Through Mail. 

“How was the book sent to the Post- 
master-General?’’ Mr. Sheppard asked. 

“By mail,” was the reply of the wit- 
ness. 

Edward V. FP, Schneiderhahn of St. 
Louis identified copies of the Menace 
which he said was received by him 
through the mail. 

Schneiderhahf said that he kept a file 
of the Menace with Paul Bakewell and 
O’Neil Ryan to gather evidence to show 
that the Menace was vielating postal. 
laws and then taid the matter before 


postoffice inspectors. 
Employes and former employes of the 


Menace Publishing Co. and clerks from 
the postoffice at Aurora were asked to 
give their knowledge of the connection 
of Theodore C. Walker and Bruce M. 
Phelps, two of the defendants with the 
publishing concern. 

Admission was made to the Court by 
J. I, Sheppard, attorney for the defense, 
that Wilbur F. Phelps and Marvin 
Brown, defendants and said to be busi- 
ness manager and managing editor, re- 
spectively, were responsible for articles 
printed in the Menace. Admission also 
was made by Sheppard that the Menace 
was anti-Catholic in that it opposed 
“Catholic politicians and the ‘“<atholic 
hierarchy.” He declared it did not op- 
pose the “‘rank and file of the Cathuolic 
Church.” 

Walker, witnesses testified, was known 
as editor of the paper and Bruce M. 
Phelps as superintendent of the publisn- 
ing plant. 


Attorney a Witness. 
Landry Harwood, an attorney of Kan- 


sas City, Mo., testified that he was a 
Roman Catholic and that he had re- 
ceived by mail copies of the Menace in 
which were articles alleged by the Gov- 
ernment to contain language of an in- 
decent character. 

Limits to the extent to which the 
newspaper articles and excerpts from a 
book might be read to the jury were sect 
ty Judge Van Valkenburgh, in overru!- 
ing objections by attorneys for the de- 
fense, who contended that the ent!re ar- 
ticles and chapters sholud be read, ‘‘so 
that the jurors may determine from the 
context whether the matter in question 
is indecent or immoral.” 

Judge Van Valkenburgh indicated parts 
of articles and portions of certain chap- 
ters which might be read in court. Many 
of them contained charge of immorality 
against members of the Catholic clergy.

A New Deal. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
The writer wishes to thank the Post-Dispatch 
for ite very sensible and timely editorial relatjng

Unless former trade conditions are _ restored 
aiong with the restoration of peace, London’s 
primacy as the fur market of the world is per- 
manently destroyed. 

The Teutonic peoples, among whom the dress- 
ing of furs and their manufacture into garments 
are an important industry, cannot be expected to 
accord any prestige to British trade they can with- 
hold. The same handicap would apply to attempts 
to make Paris the market. The entente allies 
cannot be expected to help attempts to establish 
the general center of the fur trade in Germany. 
But the plans of neither set of allies to boycott 
the other and establish their own commercial

THE NEW DEAL IN COLORADO. 

The new industrial plan at the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron Co. was adopted late in September. Re- 
sults that summarize the company’s efforts so far 
to fulfill its obligations under the plan are as 
follows: 

Expended in building new houses to replace 
old, unsanitary structures, $57,205 

As occupants of dwellings cannot raise 
flowers and vegetables unless their premises 
are fnclosed, $15,296 has so far been spent 
for new fences. 

Spent for bathhouses and clubhouses, $22,- 
972, with a further sum of $24,000 soon to be 
paid out for improvements of same sort. 

Emergency hospitals to supplement the 
company’s main hospital at Pueblo are plan- 
ned for various mining locations. 

Total paid out to Jan. 1 for welfare work, 
$119,471. 

Data showing the workings of the plan from the 
employes’ standpoint are lacking. But if the com- 
pany observes the other features of the plan with 
the same good faith that seems to be evidenced in 
carrying out the purely welfare features, the 
echeme can hardly fail of success. 

Certainly it is better to provide habitable prem- 
ises for employes than to goad them to despera- 
tion by hopeless living conditions. To build hos- 
pitals is considerably better than to provide hos- 
pital patients through the work of Gatling guns, ' 
hired thugs and subsidized militia. 
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HOW IS YOUR GOLDFISH? 

The mortality among goldfish is perfectly fright- 
ful, according to President Lloyd of the National 
Aquarium Society of America. Ignorance of how 
to care for them, he declares, results in the death 
of 14,000,000 annually in the United States. Ac- 
companying this startling declaration is the state- 
ment that if you take proper care of your fish you 
can raise him to be 300 years old.

PARIS, Jan. 13.—To meet the EHEuro- 


pean crisis resulting from the shortage 
of maritime shipping facilities, the Gov- 
ernment -has decided to ask Parliament 
to authorize an advance by the Treasury 
of $20,000,000 to ship owners so that they 
may increase their fleets by purchase of 
allied or neutral vessels.

Salaries just 
now are entirely out of proportion. A 
readjustment is imperative. That will 
take time. If the papers will permit 
us to readjust these matters in secret 
we will be able to put dDaseball back 
on a firmer basis and make it more at- 
tractive to the fans, who pay the toll.”

REALTY MEN TELL 
WHY THEY OPPOSE 
WEED CUTTING BILL 


New Burden on Taxpayers With- 
out Accomplishing Benefits, 
They Contend. 


Real estate men, seen by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, in explaining their oppo- 
gition to a Board of Aldermen measure 
empowering the Health Department to 


cut weeds on vacant lots and render a 


bill for the service to property owners, 
today declared they were against the 
measure because the creation of such a 
new city burea& would tend to increase 
the taxpayers’ burden. One effect of 
such a bill would also be to increase the 
cust, to real estate men and their clients 
vf carrying a vacant lot. 

At a meeting Tuesday afternoon of the 
Public Welfare Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen, before which the weed- 
cutting measure is pending for public 
hearing, Warren McGinnis, attorney for 
the Real Estate Exchange, and 
Gerald B. O' Reltlly, member of 
the exchange, spoke against the 
bill. They contended the city should 
take care of foul growths of weeds out 
of the general revenue and with the 
city forces already provided, just as it 
takes care of dirty streets. 


Present Law Seldom FE-nforced. 
At present there is an ordinance pro- 


viding for prosecution, in police court, 
of property owners and real. estate 
agents who fail to keep vacant lots 
cleared of weeds. This ordinance Is sel- 
dom enforced, and the pending new 
measure is urged as a certain method 
of having the weais cut by having city 
employes do the work and submitting 
a bill for the same to the property own- 
ers. 

C. M. McDonald, vice president of the 
Real Estate Exchange, among others in- 
terviewed by a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
declared there were enough police and 
health officials already in service to 
take care of all city needs, and that all 
that was necessary to abate nuisances 
was a proper enforcement of ordinances 
already on the city’s books. 

“All that I see to this bill,” 
“is ‘more jobs for the boys." That is 
what we want to get away from. New 
jobs mean increased taxation. To enact 
an ordinance authorizing a special as- 
sessment for weed-cutting would mean 
another department at the city hall like 
the sprinkling tax office. It would mean 
more inspectors and clerks. Our police 
and health departments have had in- 
creases lately. We now have more than 
13,500 persons in the city’s employ, 
counting the police and the school teach- 
ers, and I do not think it advisable to 
cominue to add burdens upon the prop- 
erty holder. Besides a high tax rate, 
the city is trying by increasing assessed 
valuations to make up deficiencies in 
revenue. We cannot afford ali these ex- 
penses, and it hurts the real estate busi- 
ness.” 

Objeets to Power Given. 

W. W. Butts, secretary of the Real 
Estate Exchange, said he was epposed 
tc the new ordinance because it placed 
too much power in the hands of Healtn 
Department officers. He said that in 
many cases they would take snap judg- 
ment when, because of peculiar or ad 
verse conditions, it was not possible for 
the property holders or their agents to 
act. 

Butts said that under 
plan an owner or agent would net know 
a lien had been placed on a properts 
until a bili for work should be pre- 
sented. He declared there was a ten- 
dency at the city hall to create too many 
irapectors, and that the consequent ten- 
dency to increase the tax burdens of 
Ltoperty holders was not beneficial to 
the city. It had the effect, he declared, 
of keeping real estate investors out of 
St Louis. 

F. G. Zeibig of the firm of Cornet & 
Zeibig, said he opposed the new measure 
because it gave the heaith officials ar- 
bitrary power to run up special tax bills. 
He said, aleo, that the price charged for 
the work would be an arbitrary one. 

“Under the proposed law,’’ Zeibig said, 
‘innumerable bills might be assessed 
against property. Inspectors might de- 
cide to cut weeds on a lot 2 times in a 
summer, thereby making 12 separate 
liens against the property. The bill will 
mean more inapection and more taxa- 
tion. I belleve the present method of 
police notification to remove weeds and 
snow is sufficient. I believe that at pres- 
ent the majority comply with the re- 
quirernents of the law. I do not thirk a 
mejority should be punished because of a 
minority of laggards."’ 

Calis Such Laws Farces. 

Theodore Hemmelmann Jr. of the 
Hemmelmann-Spackler Real Estate Co 
sald he would not oppose the new meas- 
ure if it proposed a means for direct 
presentation by the city of fits bill to 
the owner of property instead of to the 
agent. He said his experience with 
such laws showed them to be a farce 
and that they only served to compli- 
cate the business of real estate men. 

He said the present law caused no end 
of trouble to realty men by the police 
using dealers’ signe as their guide in 
enforcing it. He said some times vacant 
property had as many as four agents’ 
signs displayed, and the policeman 
would pick out an agent upon whom 't 
was easy to serve notice. He said it 
had been his experience that police 
many times served notice on agents to 
remove snow from the front of vacant 
property but falled to compe! the resi- 
dents tn improved property to do the 
same.
